RATE INCREASE VITAL 


Sharing the Comforts

The railroads of the Un ited States today 
are con fron ted with a situ ation so critical 
that an immediate in crease in freight rates 
an d passen ger fares is essen tial. 
That is 
the gist of an u n preceden ted motion filed by 
the carriers before the In terstate Commerce 
Commission in the cou rse of the hearin gs for 
rate in creases n ow bein g held in Wash­ 
in gton . 
If the railroads are permitted to pu t rate 
increases in to immediate effect (in creases 
which cou ld be redu ced or elimin ated if the 
ICC fou n d them u n iu stified when the hear­ 
ing is con clu ded) the lin es cou ld meet their 
immediate obligation s. 
Ban kru ptcies that

In an other bid for pu blicity Su perv isor 
N. E. West, in an address before a small 
au dien ce, charged that Oran ge cou n ty is 
ru led by a “phan tom gov ern men t.” 
Vagu e charges of misman agemen t of pu b­ 
lic affairs, fav oritism in awardin g con tracts 
for cou n ty bu sin ess an d other in sin u ation s 
were embodied in the address design ed for 
on e apparen t pu rpose—stir u p more trou ble 
in the cou n ty . 
West probably kn ew that 
his au dien ce wou ld be small bu t his pu rpose 
was accomplished. 
His statemen ts were 
seized u pon an d broadcast withou t v erifi­ 
cation —resu lt more pu blicity for the “Sav ­ 
iou r of the Cou n ty .” 
The majority of people of the cou n ty kn ow 
that there is n o “phan tom gov ern men t.” 
They kn ow that the majority of electiv e an d 
appoin tiv e officials, are hon est, u pright men 
who are striv in g to serv e the best in terests 
of the cou n ty in spite of stu mblin g blocks 
placed in their paths by lawmakers of the 
cou n ty . 
At the same time they realize that the 
best method of div ertin g the chase when it 
becomes too hot is to draw a red herrin g 
across the trail. 
When the hou n ds start 
fightin g the fox gen erally escapes—bu t n ot 
alway s. 


A DEATHLESS HERITAGE 


There are times when somethin g occu rs 
that seems to tou ch ev ery on e in a com­ 
mu n ity , that those old say in gs of ou r fore­ 
bears, leap from the classification of cliches 
accorded them by a restless gen eration , an d 
seem to be in v ested with a n ew an d deep 
mean in g. 
“Death lov es a shin in g mark” is on e of 
these, for it immediately leaps to min d 
when on e con siders the u n timely passin g 
of on e like Mrs. Sidn ey Lowry , the former 
Jan ey Wilde. For there are few San ta An a 
residen ts who hav e n ot at some time come 
within the frien dly atmosphere with which 
Mrs. Lowry su rrou n ded her work in the city 
en gin eer’s office. 
It was in her early girlhood that Jan ey 
Wilde en tered u pon the work which has 
claimed her atten tion ev er sin ce Au gu st of 
19 22. 
In those in terv en in g y ears she has 
serv ed her city so faithfu lly an d so cheer­ 
fu lly , that it seems that n o on e cou ld 
ever 
take her place. 
Workin g u n der Edward 
Dahl when he was street su perin ten den t of 
the city , she con tin u ed her du ties u n der City 
Engineer William G. Kn ox when the depart­ 
ments were merged. 
In any chan ge arisin g in city admin istra­ 
tion, it was a foregon e con clu sion that her 
complete kn owledge of the work shou ld 
make her a v alu able asset to the office, so
